Washington, Ju ly 20.— The report 
of the Stanley congressional commit« 
tee, investigating the United States 
Steel 
Corporation, 
deals 
at great 
length with the absorption by the steel 
trust o f the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
Company during the panic of 1907 . 
The report criticises in detail the ac­ 
tion of Theodore Roosevelt in granting 
immunity to the steel corporation thus 
to eliminate its mo$t powerful and 
only serious rival and cinch its mon­ 
opoly upon the iron ores of the coun­ 
try. 
The report, which will be presented 
to the house of representatives next 
week, says. 
“ I f the steel corporation could have 
absorbed the Tennessee Coal & Iron 
Company without a semblance of in­ 
jury to the steel industry or without 
the violation of existing law, it would 
not have been necessary for Judge 
G ary and Mr. Frick, on a special car 
rigged up at midnight, to make that 
hurried trip to Washington or to con­ 
fer with the President before break­ 
fast. 
“ If the merger was in violation o f 
the law, it is equally clear that the 
President had no right to condone or 
encourage this violation or to prevent 
the Attorney-General from perform­ 
ing his duties, even though the pros­ 
perity of a dozen bankers in New 
\5>rk had depended upon it, much less 
the fate of a single stock broker whose 
reckless, if not reprehensible, trans­ 
actions had involved him in financial 
disaster.” 
Some sixty pages are devoted to a 
review of the manner in which 4he 
steel corporation absorbed its weaker 
rival. 
'I’Ih* superiority of the rails made 
by the open-hearth process of the 
Tennessee Coal & Iron Company, over 
the old Bessemer process rails of the 
steel trusts’ own manufacture i> clear­ 
ly established. 
And it i" shown that the production 
of Bessemer is actually, as well as 
relatively, on t he decline, being 2,863,- 
068 tons less in 1910 than in 1906. 
At this point the report quotes ex­ 
tensively from the evidence relating 
to the run on the trust company of 
America.

quotes 
Charles H. Boynton’" letter of No­ 
vember 18, 1907, giving details of the 
way in which the Perkins "tntement 
was handed out. 
The Stanley com­ 
mittee finds: 
“ The “run' on the Trust Company o f 
America was the result of the activi­ 
ties of Mr. George W . Perkin", at that 
time a member of the finance com­ 
mittee of the United States Steel Cor­ 
poration and a member of the firm of 
J. P. Morgan & Co.
